Initial attack is always the first priority.

Level 1, 2, and 3 evacuations. Two-
mile fire run to northeast; structures
threatened. Spots across Highway 20.

Level 1, 2, and 3 evacuations
(additional structures in each level).
Muckamuck tripled in size.

Level 1, 2, and 3 evacuations (added
structures to Level 3). Active fire
behavior. Focus on Patton Meadows.

Level 2 and 3 evacuations. Active fire
behavior. No containment, movement
along north and south flanks.

Level 1, 2, and evacuations. 6,000-acre
fire growth on Summit Trail. Upper
Lime Creek stable.

Level 1, 2, and 3 evacuations (fewer
structures than other incidents). Focus
is Big Hamlin (Branch 1) cluster.
